What Sailors Read. 


The life of a sailor is to me the nearest 
approach to the leisurely life that I can 
easily conceive. They always seem to 
have time hanging heavily upon ‘their 
hands. .I am perfectly well aware that 
they have their spells of duty, but in 
their hours of ease there are no distrac- 
tions to mar their meditations. I should 
think that sailors generaily are great 
readers, and I am not surprised to learn 
that the American Merchant Marine 
Library Association circulated over 331.000 
volumes last year to nearly 1,800 ships. 
Jife-saving stations and lighthouses. I 
am surprised to note that poetry is re- 

orted to be popular, as 1 am also a 
fittle surprised to discover that Joseph 
Conrad's books are the most popular of 
any circulated by the Association. Not 
the sea stories only, although they are 
the majority, but all of Conrad’s books 
are in constant demand. Books on history, 
biography, travel and technical books con- 
nected with all matters connected with 
ships and navigation are reported to be 
in almost as steady demand as works 
of fiction. As might be expected, the 
report says that seamen prefer stories of 
the sea to all other kinds of fiction, but 
their range is almost as wide as that in 
any town’s library. | 


A Feast of Art. 


Vienna, that city of old, old culture, is 
trying to recapture some of its traditional 
gaiety during the two weeks of the Festival 
which started on Sunday last. When the 
Prater, which ever whispers of Schubert 
and the artistic glories of the Empire, is 
re-clothed by summer, and the lime-trees 
cast dark shadows across the Ringstrasse, 
the citizens are trying to reproduce some- 
thing of their city’s pre-war pageantry. On 
set dates during the fourteen days Vienna 
and the great Town Hall will be 
illuminated; for the Viennese are very 
proud of their gigantic electric power 
generating plant at Opponitz. Opera will 
play its part, and Mozart, who was born 
at Salzburg one hundred and seventy-five 
years ago, will figure largely on the pro- 
gramme. The Festival has been in- 
augurated with a new staging of ‘‘ The 
Marriage of Figaro’’ and ‘ Idomeneo,”’ 
and the charming ‘‘ Cosi Fan Tutte ” will 
be produced. Wagner, Strauss and the 
present-day German composers, Wellesz 
and Alban Berg, will also have their works 
represented. In the Burgtheatre a play of 
Ibsen and Shakespeare's ‘‘ Othello ” will 
be produced, together with other dramatic 
enterprises. Group dances, for which 
Vienna is justly famous, will be staged in 
the -Burgarten, Laxenburg Castle and the 
Blauer Hof. Art exhibitions will be held, 
and medical visitors will be catered for by 
the great Hospital Exhibition in connec- 
tion with the International Congress in the 
Messerplatz. Horse races, polo matches, 
international motor cycle races, golf 
matches, regattas on the Danube, boxing, 
football, tennis and gymnastics offer an ex- 
haustive appeal to sportsmen of all 
nations. 


An Old Problem. 


“ Saki’’ summarised the modern ser- 
vant problem when he lamented that 
“ she was a good cook, as cooks go; and 
as cooks go, she went.” If anybody thinks, 
however, that the problem is new, he 
ought to turn to Samuel Pepys. There 
he will find that it was as bad nearly 300 
years ago as it is to-day. The Pepys’ 
first maid, Jane, was apparently 
treasure, but she left them after three 
years, and from that time on the ‘‘Diary’’ 
records a long series of domestic worries 
There was an uninterrupted succession cf 
Nells, Hannahs, Besses, other Janes, 
Susans, and Marys. On September 10. 
1663. the éntry runs: “ We have no Juck 
in maids nowadays. This evening the 
girle that was broucht to me to-day, beinz 
cleansed hy my wife and good new clothes 
put on her back. she ran away and w?2 
heard no more of her.”

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| Cocktails. 


Every period in history is characterised 
by some particular custom. Yet I am 
rather tired of hearing that the time 
through which we are now passing will be 
known as the ‘‘ cocktail’’ age—unless, 
indeed, the cocktail should become a per- 
manent institution. Some time ago the 
sherry manufacturers tried to revive the 
custom of taking sherry instead of cock- 
tails before dinner, but without success. 
A good deal of the popularity of the cock- 
tail is undoubtedly due to the ritual which 
accompanies the making of it, while the 
quaint names given to the various mixtures 
of brandy, gin and vermouth are in them- 
selves an added attraction. 

The Americans have recently invented 
non-alcoholic cocktails, and I understand 
from a friend who has just come from Paris 
that these concoctions are becoming 
popular in that city. Some of them are 
composed of tomato juice, or clam juice, 
with Worcester sauce, while others consist 
of various mixed fruit juices and grena- 
dine. The French, of course, were always 
fond of sirops, and they are now said to be 
contemplating a grape juice cocktail, which 
will excel all the others. I suppose this 
development should be encouraged, but, 
somehow, one expects better things of the 
French. The practice is spreading in other 
directions as well. When I went to the 
chemist, for instance, the other evening, 
and asked him for some aspirin to cure a 
headache, he suggested an aspirin cocktail, 
and produced a small glass which, he said, 
contained not only aspirin, but other in- 
gredients that would neutralise the de- 
pressing effect of the drug.

Sermons— Ancient and Moaern. 


The Archbishop of York, I notice, has 
been complaining that the modern sermon 
is too short. I hope that he will not 
advise his clergy to return to the old 
length of sermon, which lasted for an hour 
or more. The sand glass, which may still 
be seen on some pulpits, was placed there 


to regulate the time of the sermon, and it 
was not considered correct for a clergyman 
to finish his discourse until the sand had 
run out. Some of them preached for 
longer, and Pepvs is recorded as having 
complained that a certain parson’s sermon 
was very dull and prosy, and, moreover, 
that he exceeded considerably his hour. 
This was a reference to the sand glass. 
Sermons, long and short, are sometimes 
preached in strange places. There is a 
clergyman who gets a yearly fee for preach- 
ing a sermon in a public-house. This is 
the Vicar of South Mimms, who, under 
the terms of an ancient legacy, must 
preach in the inn called the Black Horse 
Inn once a year. ‘The custom has been in 
existence, for centuries, and the sermon 
has never been forgotten, though on one 
occasion the Vicar did not remember his 
duty until the last night of the year. He 
was in bed, but, dressing hastilv, rushed 
off to deliver his sermon to an audience of 
one—the parish clerk. Had he not done 


so, under the terms of the bequest, the 
custom must then have been discontinued.

REPLY FOR THE STATE. 
On resuming after lunch, Mr. Lavery 
addressed the jury on beha. of the State. 
Mr. O’Donnell, he said, had referred to the 
fact that the prisoner was on trial for his 
life, but that was not the responsibility of 
the jury, and they were not concerned with 
that, except in so far as it was a serious case. 
he case was unusual, inasmuch as the 
greater part of the events of that terrible 
night was clear and practically outside the 
realm of controversy. The real line of de- 
fence was not that the crime was committed 
in the particular way that the prosecution 
said, but that it was not David O’Shea who 
did it. It had been established that the girl 
was waylaid and murdered in or about the 
bend of the road opposite Mr. Creedon’s house. 
It was reasonably clear that the body was 
then dragged to the river. The murderer 
then got on the bicycle and rode to 
Shinagh Cross to cover his tracks. It was 
evident that the murder was committed by 
some person living in and familiar with the 
locality. The prisoner, he submitted, satisfied 
that description, 


THE BLACK LEGGINGS 

A week elapsed before the crime was 
established, and the murderer had time to 
make his dispositions, and the riding of the 
bicycle towards the cross effectively prevented 
a search being made in the place where the 
crime was committed. The accused man, 
counsel said, had denied that he wore black 
leggings, but five witnesses told them that 
O'Shea had done so, and two said that they 
had seen him wearing black leggings on that 
Sunday. If they were to accept the story of 
O'Shea, these people must be all wrong, and, 
he would almost say, coming there to give 
false evidence. 

Mr. Lavery spoke of Guard Keane’s state- 
ment regarding the conversation that he beard 
while under the bed in the prisoner’s house. 
If they were to accept the accused man’s 
story, they would have to conclude that the 
Guards were engaged in a conspiracy which 
was worse than the murder that had been 
committed, 


THE SUMMING UP.

MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND 
THE CRIME, 


At 3.40 Mr. Justice Hanna began to sum 
up, and said that this crime was known to 
criminologists as lust murder. To those 
who h not studied crime, this crime 
seemed not only appalling, but incompre- 
hensible, but to the scientist it was known 
that a characteristic of crimes which were 
the result of sexual lust was their appalling 
character, their atrocious character, and the 
association of cruelty or murder with lust 
was a sexual perversion called by scientists 
sadism. A lust murder was the result of 
abnormal sexual excitement, which had 
murder as its main or intended object, or 
used the murder as an artificial) stimulus. 
They had examples of this, not in the his- 
tory of this country, but in England, in the 
Whitechapel murders of the eighties, com- 
mitted by ‘‘ Jack the Ripper.’’ The person 
who was seixed with or aroused by the im- 
palse of lust murder seldom ceased short of 
the murder, but they had to go a step 
further to approach the horrible crime which 
had been committed in this case. 

Continuing, his lordship said that in the 
olden days—and not so long ago— people did 
not allow young girls to walk alone in 
lonely roads, but now they had claimed 
their emanicipation, and they went alone in 
ignorance of what might lie in store for 
them. ! 

A PECULIAR CASE. 

The jury had, his lordship continued, to 
consider whether O'Shea was guilty beyond 
reasonable doubt, and he was innocent until 
proved guilty. The case was péculiar in the 
sense that it depended entirely on circum- 
stantial evidence.

POLICE METHODS, 

Referring to the conduct of the "Guards in 
the cast, Mr. Justice Hanna raid that agond 
deal had been said abeut the Guard being 
put uncer the bed for the putpose cf getting 
information, It had been described. as 
“contemptible and mean.” There was ro 
one who had been more alert to criticise 
what he sonsidered’ to be wreng in police 
methods than he had been. 

It was sometimes said that the police 
did thincs that were not acrording to the 
‘‘rules of the game ” in investigating crime, 
but criminals had no rules of the game. as 
far as the police wére concerned. Bn. this 
case they were quite rg oo to put one or 
two Guards under the hed. They put one 
Guard there, and he thoucht it was very un- 
fortunate that they did not put two, because 
in the conversation alleged hy Guard Keane 
he would‘then have had corroboration. 

Referring to the notice put up at the police 
harrack .requesting all men living east of 
Shinagh to report themselves, Mr. Justice 
Hanna said that the accused did not report 
himself. His sister had seen the notice, but 
said nothing to him about it. He thought 
that 1t was a very awkward incident, and one 
of which they had not been given a satis- 
factory explanation. 

The prisoner, his lordship went on, had 
been -congsistent in his statements, and Miss 
O'Shea, so far ag her brother's movements 
were concerned, was consistent, except that 
she said that he left the house an hour earlier 
than he said that he did. 

The jury retired at 5.15 p.m. 

On the application of Mr. O’Donnell, the 
jury was recalled, and Mr. Justice Hanna 
said that the evidence before them was that 
the police notice was seen on February 15th, 
but they had no evidence as to when it was 
put there. The prisoner’s sister had seen it 
on that day, but he thonght it right to 
point. out to them that on that aftennoon 
at 4 o'clock the Guards were at the house, 
and also to point out that on the 24th of the 
month O’Shea’s statement was taken by Chief 
Superintendent Galligan in Rathmore. It 
was also suggested that the prisoner had gone 
voluntarily on his bicycle. 


THE JURY'S QUESTION. 

The jury returned to Court at 7.30, and 
Mr. Justice Hanna announced that he had 
received the following question —“ Would 
Mr. Justice Hanna please direct the jury on 
the following point: Is there any definite 
reason why no evidence was given of the 
accused’s character by his parish priest or 
other responsible person ?’’ 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that the law was 
that the accused was allowed to call witnesses 
to speak to his general reputation. These 
witnesses were called as part of the defence, 
and not after the verdict. The prosecution 
could not give evidence of the man’s char- 
acter, and it was his duty to tell the jury 
that it was open to the accused to bring 
before them any evidence of good character 
that he might have desired to place before 
them. 

In reply to a juror Mr. Justice Hanna “id 
that Jeremiah Cronin was arrested on Satur- 
day, February 14th. 


THE VERDICT. 


JURY’S RECOMMENDATION. 


The jury returned again at 8.15 with a ver- 
dict of “ Guilty,”’ to which was added a rider 
to the effect that the murder was unpremedi- 
tated and committed during a period of 
mental abnormality, and they recommended 
that special consideration be given to this 
factor. 

When asked the usual question by Mr. 
O'Connor, the clerk, O'Shea replied in a low 
voice: “I am not guilty, sir.” 

Sentence of death was then passed by Mr 
Justice Hanna, the date of the execution 
being fixed for July 8th next. i

CIVIL SERVANTS’ DEMAND 
REJECTED. 


In Dail Eireann yesterday the motion by 
Mr. Anthony (Labour) .to set up a 
, Commission of Inquiry into the 
present method of computation of the 
cost of living bonus and its applica- 
tion to civil servants’ salaries and 
wages was defeated by fifty-seven 
votes to forty-two. 


The fifth stage of the Juries (Protection) 
Bill, 1931, was passed by sixty-twe 


votes to forty-four. 


After a good deal of criticism by members 
of the Labour Party and Fianna Fail 
the vote of £3,342 to complete the 
sum necessary for the Governor- 
General's establishment was passed by 
fifty-eight votes to fifty. 


The vote of £77,885 for the Oireachtas was 
agreed to, after a motion to reduce it 
by £175 in respect of a grant-in-aid 
for the supply of the Journal of the 
Empire Parliamentary Association 
had been defeated by. sixty-six votes 
to forty. 


Mr. Fahy (Fianna Fail) was given leave 
to introduce a bill for the humane 
slaughter of animals. 


CIVIL SERVANTS’ 
SALARIES. 


LABOUR MOTION LOST BY 
FIFTEEN VOTES. 


Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, 8.) resumed 
the debate on Mr. Anthony’s motion asking 
the Executive Council to set up a com- 
mission of inquiry into the present method 
of computation of the cost of living bonus 
and its application to civil servants’ salaries 
and wages. 

He said that Fianna Fail thought that 
a large number of civil servants were paid 
more than they were worth to the State, 
but, on the other hand, they believed that 
there were large numbers of those in the 
lower grades who could justly claim that 
they’ were unfairly treated under the present 
method of computing the cost of living 
bonus. 

Fianna Fail thought that the computation 
should be so calculated that the hardship 
consequent on the problematical problem of 
the cost of living suffered by those with 
lower salaries could be relieved. He main- 
tained that the cost of commodities die 
not fall to the extent that the cost of 
living index figure indicated. 

Dissatisfaction amongst civil servants had 
been accentuated by the failure of the 
Minister for Finance to redeem his promise 
to set up a representative council to deal 
with the matter. 

* MINISTER'S DENIAL. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that. he had never made any such promise. 
In fact, the civil servants said that nothing 
would satisfy them but the setting up of a 
Whitley Council. He had promised to set 
up a Council on which all grades would 
be represented and at which all matters re- 
lating to conditions might be discussed, 

The civil servants refused to co-operate 
with anything save a Whitley Council.

Mr. O’KEI.1.: (F.F., Dublin, N.) urged 
upon the Minister that it would be of 
advantage to the State that those civil ser- 
vants who were discontented’ should be 
given an opportunity of putting their case 
before an impartial tribunal. 


AN UNWISE ATTITUDE. 

Mr. LAW (Govt., Donegal) said that he 
understood that the Minister was opposed, 
not only to this resolution, but to the sug: 
gestion that the matter should be referred to 
a tribunal in the Civil Service itself. He 
thought that attitude unwise. If the House 
rejected this motion the Minister should not 
let the matter rest there. In view of the 
unquestioned amount of discontent in the 
Civil Service, an opportunity of meeting and 
arguing their case before an _ impartial 
tribunal of some kind should be offered to 
the civil servants. If it did nothing else, it 
might serve to convince some of the discon- 
tented officials that they had not as much 
reason for dissatisfaction as they believed at 
present. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Lab. Cork Borough) 
said that that excellent poseur of the Fianna 
Fail Party, Mr. MacEntee, had suggested that 
his (Mr. Anthony’s) attitude was that of 
‘facing both ways.” He thought that this 
untrue charge came badly from a party who 
consistently faced both ways in this and 
every other issue. The Minister for Finance 
used a cheap argument when he said that 
the passing of the motion would place an 
extra burden on the unfortunate farming com- 
munity. That. was a frequent argument by 
Ministers. It was used to combat every 
suggestion for social uplift er development. 
All that the motion asked for was an inquiry, 
and, he asked, how was that to burden the 
farmers.

M. Daniélou’s report or the French 
naval programme for the twelve months 
preceding April 1st, 1932, has been issued.

He declared that he was not 
even present on the occasion when he was 
supposed to have stampeded his colleagues 
into forgery by threatening to blow his 
brains out, and had no connection with 
the three municipal loans in the case 
except in so far as he carried out instruc- 
tions. 

An affidavit from Clarence Hatry, read 
in court, on the other hard, declared that 
Gialdini in June, 1929, was entirely con 
versant with the financial position of the 
Hatry group, and was aware of the amount 
of scrip to be prepared in excess of the 
loans issued. To this Gialdini replied 
that Hatrv and Daniels had lied to him.

The Times to-day im the course of a 
leading article on the Government and the 
dole, referring to the recommendations ..Í 
the Royal Commission on Unemployment 
Insurance, says:—The cost of unemploy- 
ment uncovered by the contributions of 
industry will be reduced only from 
£100,000,000 to £95,000,000 a year. Even 
this saving cannot be immediately effec- 
tive, and, meanwhile, nothing can prevent 
the presentation of a bill next month 
further to extend the borrowing powers 
of the Fund, now nearly exhausted, nor 
the presentaticr. of other similar bills in 
the future. Moreover, the anomalies to 
be cured are not crimes on the part of the 
claimants. They consist of claims ad- 
mitted to benefit under the existing law. 
hecause thev satisfy the existing insurance 
qualifications. 

The insurance. qualifications of married 
women. seasonal workers, etc., considere 1 
as individuals, are neither worse nor 
hetter than ‘those of other individuals. 
Under the chance apvarently contemplated 
by the Government tens, if not hundreds, 
ef thousands of persons will be drawing 
benefit who will have paid less in con- 
tributions than those to be excluded from 
benefit. The truth is that these anomalies 
have become anomalies becanse the 
principle of a nroper relationshin between 
the amount and duration of benefit. on the 
one hand. and the amount and duration 
of contributions, on the other, has been 
destroved.

living bonus and its application to civil 
servants’ ‘“‘salaries and wages ” (it came 
as a shock to some members to learn that 
civil servants had any remuneration that 
could not be dignified by the title of 
‘salary ’’). 

Mr. Blythe, apparently, had steeled his 
heart in advance, and his reply at the 
conclusion of the debate yesterday will 
not ease the discontent in the Civil 
Service. 


“ DEMOCRACY” RAMPANT. 


Fianna Fail rallied around Mr.

ROME, Friday. 

The Pope summoned the Papal Nancio of 
Italy this morning, and delivered into hs 
hands the Note which His Holiness had filed 
by way of reply to the Italian Government. 

It is believed that the Pope has accepted 
the Italian Government’s regrets for the 
anti-clerical disturbances in place of the 
apologies to his person which he requested ; 
that he has expressed satisfaction at the 
Italian Government's undertaking to pay for 
the damage done, and that he has blurred 
over their protest against the violation of 
the Concordat by reiterating his former state- 
ment to the effect that Catholic Party 
is directly dependent upon himself, thus 
emphasising its religious character. 

This Note will most probably not end the 
matter. It is fully expected that a number 
of Notes will have to be exchanged before 
either the Holy Father or the Italian Govern. 
ment will have said all they have to say to 
each other upon this subject, but it is con- 
sidered with equal confidence that all moves 
on the part of the Holy See and the Italian 
Government will be made in a conciliatory 
spirit. 

INCIDENT CLOSED. 

The Note is now to be handed to Signor 
Grandi, the Minister for Foreign Affairs, but 
so far as is known the Nuncio has not yet 
succeeded in fixing an appointment with him. 

The Pope probably expected that the Note 
would be delivered within the course of to- 
day or, at any rate, to-morrow, but the 
Italian Government is in no hurry to hasten 
on the next stage of what it considers a 
closed incident, and it is unlikely that Signor 
Grandi will give up his habitual week-end 
in order to peruse the Pontiff’s reply. it is, 
in any case, not expected to make any great 
difference to the situation, which is generally 
recognised as having pased its acute stage. 
The Italian Government maintains its attitude 
of looker-on, resigned and, above all, re- 


served. 


MESSAGES TO THE POPE. 

An attitude of disapproval is expressed in 
Government circles at the messages of con- 
dolence to the Pope from all parts of the 
world, which the Osservatore Romano daily 
publishes on its front page. To-day there is 
a message from the Bishop of Malta, say- 
ing :—‘‘ The Episcopacy, clergy and people of 
Malta share with the Holy Father his present 
bitternesses, deplore the occurrences, and 
emphasise their unalterable devotion.’’ An- 
comes from the members of the Catholic 
University League in Malta. 

It is understood that the Italian Govern- 
ment considers the publication of such 
messages out of keeping with the situation, 
which is one concerning two foreign Powers. 
for which reason purely private expressions 
of sympathy are not considered matters to 
be made public. 


BISHOPS AND PROCESSIONS. 

The Pope’s order that no processions should 
take place outside the churches is not being 
obeyed with complete unanimity. From many 
parts of the country comes news of the 
churches having been invaded by the people 
themselves, who have taken the sacred images 
and carried them with all the customary 
reverence and devotion through the streets. 
The police have been present at these pro- 
cessions without intervening. 

Such demonstrations, however, have natur- 
ally met with stern disapproval from the 
Bishops, who have imposed an interdict for- 
bidding all religious ceremonies. closing the 
churches, and prohibiting the ringing of bells.

The whole cost to the Exchequer of 
the subsidy and other allowances was more 
than equal to the whole value bf the sugar 
produced. Two hundred thousand acres 
had heen broucht into cultivation at a cost 
of £5,000,000 per annwm.

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The President, im his address, said that 
he was reluctantly compelled to lay emphasis 
once more upon the need for prompter and 
fuller payment of assessments. During 1929 
an effort had been made to reduce their 
heavy debt, which, thanks to the work of the | 
secretaries, had been most successful; but 
they would have to take care not to allow 
themselves to drift back again into an un. 
satisfactory nositron. 

The balance on the Stipend Fund No. 1, 
account was less by about £100 on Sist 
December last than the balance of the pre- 
vious year. That meant, in plain English, 
that they were living beyond their means 
so far as that fund was concerned. Less 
than one-fourth of the stipends of the clergy 
came from the subscriptions of the people of 
the diocese, and they might well be thankful 
that they had invested funds (diocesan and 
parochial and other endowments), but therein 
lurked a danger which beset the whole 
Church of Ireland. The danger was that 
people might come to depend so much on} 
endowments that they might begin to think 
that their contributions were not needed. 
That, to put it on the lowest ground, would 
mean financial disaster, ana the only way 
out would be further drastic unions of 


parishes. 


LOOKING FOR THRILLS. .. 
“This is an age when pe are jooking 
everywhere for thrills,” said his lordship. 
There were sweepstake thrills, picture house 
thrills, high speed thrills and so forth, most 
of which were, in his opmion, un- 
healthy. If a really healthy thrill were 
wanted, a thrill to set one thinking 
of big things about humanity, he would 
advise the reading of a book just published, 
entitled ‘‘More trom the Primeval Forest, 
written by Albert Schwietzer, a gifted theo- 
logian, philosopher, medical doctor and mus!i- 
cian, A oe had turned his back upon home 
and country, and given the best years of his 
life without fee or reward to medical work 
among the savage people of untrod Africa. 
The -report of the Board of Education 
showed that quiet, steady work was being 
done by the teachers in the schools. There 
was not much use in training a boy to be- 
come @ good mechanic or a good profes- 
sional man unless he was also taught how to 
conduct himself in his trade or profession— 
that is, unless he was taught his duty to- 
wards God and his neighbour. He, there? 
fore, urged the clergy to make the instruction 
of the children one of their very first con- 
cerms. Nothing could take the place of a 
sound religious education. ' 


GETTING CHILDREN TO SCHOOL. 
The question of most immediate interest 
was that of the transport of their children 
to their own schools. It was calculated that 
there were in the Free State at least 1,500 
children belonging to the Church of Ireland, 
re attending schools not under Church 

fi management. In the Diocese of 

re were about 130 such children. 

n one deputation had waited on 

inister for Education to urge the 
Claims of the Church, and they had 
always been’ received with sympathy. 
The matter had also been taken up in the 


Central Council of the Church, and there was 
some hope that financial aid might be forth- 
coming irom one of their funds. 

Of course, even if everything was arranged 
satisfactorily at headquarters both of the 
Church and State, there would still be many 
local difficulties. However, there was no use 
in anticipating, and, after all, difficulties were 
made to be overcome. If they could succeed 
in conveying even a fair proportion of the 
1,500 children to their schools it would cer- 
tainly be well worth while. 

Next year would be the 1,500th anniversary 
of the coming of St. Patfick to Ireland. 
Arvangements were being made by the Church 
of Ireland for celebrating the anniversary in 
Armagh, Dublin, Down and elsewhere. The 
Diocese of Meath had within its borders many 
places connected with the history of St. 
Patrick and his times. 

“It would be fitting, therefore,” said his 
lordship, ‘‘ that we should have some special 
celebration of our own, and I hope that we 
may be able to have at least a central Service 
on a date to be fixed later. This, of course, 
would not be intended as a substitute for the 
Service which each parish ought to have in its 
own church on St. Patrick’s Day. We want 
to make our commemoration and our witness 
as widespread as possible.”’

DIOCESAN COUNCIL REPORT. 

Mr. Nicholson moved the adoption of the 
report of the Diocesan Council and statement 
of accounts for 1930, and read a speech which 
Colonel Cairnes had intended to make 
IR favour of the motion.

The Rev. J. McCann, B.D., seconded, and, 
praising the work done by teachers in some 
country schools in spite of great difficulties, 
said that the reports from others were not 
satisfactory. While 80 per cent. of the 
children passed the examinations last year, 
only ó per cent. had been presented for the 
bishop’s medal examination. It was a very 
small percentage, because at the early age of 
adolescence they should be more anxious to 
impart ideals to children. The standard last 
year had not been sufficiently hich to enable 
the bishop’s medal to be awarded. The 
Board of Education was the foundation of 
their Church in the years to come, and if 
children were not properly founded in the 
faith they would not have much hold on it 
when they were old. 

Admiral Craig-Waller also advocated the 
reviewing of the programme of examination 
and the calendar. 

The Bishop of Meath said that he hoped to 
see in the future more candidates for the 
bishop’s medal. He hoped that the clergy 
would bear it in mind, and try to have as 
many candidates as possible. This whole 
question of the programme of religious edu- 
cation had been debated year after year, 
and they alwys came back very much to the 
same - It was most desirable that 
there should be a uniform calender for the 
whole Church. He sympathised with 
Admiral Craig Waller, but they could not 
scrap the whole calender, and cut themselves 
off from ‘the Church of Ireland. 

The motion was adopted. 


BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

_The Rev. F. W. Knight moved the adop- 
tion of the report of the Board of Missions 
and Charities\. with the names of those who 
should cpuistitute the committee. He said 
that although the returns for the year were 
better than those of the past nine years that 
did not mean that there was not room for 
improvement. He advocated the calling of 
small local meetings. 

Mr. W. C. Mercier seconded the motion, 
and said that althongh the financial returns 
might appear satisfactory there was a great 
need for increased missionary effort in the 
diocese. It was not encouraging to find 
that while in 16 parishes the returns showed 
an increase a decrease had taken place in 
thirteen parishes. 

The motion was adopted.

JAPANESE 
SKIPPER DISCLAIMS 


RESPONSIBILITY. 


From Revrer's CORRESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Friday. 

How the Chinese freight steamer, Yuta, 
came to collide with the British submarine, 
Poseidon, in the Chima sea some twenty- 
one miles to the north of Wei-Hai-Wei on 
Tuesday last, resulting in the loss of 
twenty lives, was told by the Japanese 
ski , Tadashi Iyeishi, on the arrival 
of his vessel at the Port of New Chwang 
Yingkow, in Southern Manchuria, to-day. 

In a plain and simple narrative Tadashi 
Iyeishi, after expressing his sincere regret 
at the accident, and his deep sympathy 
with those who had lost their lives, 1° 
counted the disastrous happening in the 
following words :— 

‘‘ Shortly before the collision I left the 
bridge for my lunch and placed the ship in 
the control of the Chinese mate. he 
Poseidon was then seen hove to about four 
miles ahead, and the mate thought that 
the Yuta would be able to pass the 
submarine. At that time the Yuta was 
making ten khots. At 12.8 p.m. the 
Poseidon suddenly began to move, and 
gradually increasing her speed, appeared 
to be crossing the path of the Yuta. 


THE RIGHT OF WAY. 


“According to the international traffic 
code the submarine had the right of way. 
Consequently the Yuta tried to round the 
stern of the submarine. Two minutes later 
the mate, after giving blasts on the syren, 
veered his .course to starboard. The 
Poseidon then again hove-to and abruptly 
turned to port, apparently with the 
intention of crossing the path of the 
steamer. A clash was then seen to be in- 
evitable. The mate, taken aback, 1mme- 
diately sounded danger blasts on the 
syren and ordered the engine room to 
proceed full steam astern. 

““On hearing the danger blast,’’ con- 
tinued the skipper, ‘‘I sprang up on deck 
only to find the wad of my steamer running 
into the starboard side of the submarine. 
That was at 12.12 p.m. After the terrible 
impact I lost no time in ordering the rope 
ee owed to be put out, and, after the com- 
mander and twenty-four of the crew had 
been rescued, the submarine disappeared. 
Only five of the crew succeeded in coming 
to the surface from the sunken vessel. 
Immediately after the collision the whole 
surface of the sea was covered with oil, 
aparently, owing to the submarine’s oil 
tank having been destroyed.’’ 


STATEMENTS EXCHANGED. 

Proceeding with his narrative, the 
Japanese skipper, after stating that the 
Poseidon’s consort, which happened to 
be four miles away, immediately rushed to 
the spot on seeing that an accident had 
occurred, said: “I then went on board 
the consort, accompanied by the com- 
mander of the Poseidon and the rescued 
members of the submarine’s crew. We 
exchanged statements regarding the 
disaster in the presence of the commander 
of the consort and other naval officers who 
had hurried to the scene. Some divergence 
of opinion was revealed regarding the field 
of vision and the time involved in the col. 
lision. ‘The statements. which had been 
exchanged were then duly signed. All the 
negotiations were conducted in an 
amicable atmosphere, and I was strongly 
impressed by the gentlemanly attitude of 
the British officers.”’ 

‘‘On this unfortunate day,” declared 
Captain Tadashi Iyeishi, in conclusion, 
‘the weather was clear. There was no 
wind and visibility was excellent. The 
calamity was entirely due to the sudden 
change in the course of the Poseidon, 
which had been hove-to, and the collision 
occurred on a track which is one of the 
most heavily frequented of all the steamer 
tracks off the North China coast. The 
British naval authorities have hitherto 
usually conducted their manceuvres ten 
miles off the steamer course, but on this 
occasion the Poseidon was found in the 
middle of the course.’’ 

The captain of the Yuta, while dis- 
claiming responsibility for the collision, 
declared, with regret, that there might 
have been an emergency measure that he 
could have taken successfully had he been 
on the bridge of his vessel at the time. 


THE BETTING ACT.

Three newspapers—the Daily Maid, Daily 
Herald, and Daily Mirror—were summoned 
yesterday, before Sir Chartres Biron, at Bow 
Street Police Court, London, for an alleged 
contravention of the Betting Act, 1853. 

Two summonses against the Associated 
Newspapers, Ltd., were first dealt with, and 
Sir Percival Clarke, prosecuting, said that on 
May 6 the Daily Mail offered a prize of 
£7,000 to any competitor, or competitors, who 
named iu finishing order the first five horses 
in the Derby. This, it Was maintained, was a 
contravention of the Act, as being an 
advertisement, whereby it was made to 
appear that certain premises were being used 
to make bets on the result of a horse race. 

Mr. Norman Birkett, K.C., for the defence, 
submitted that no bet had been proved. “he 
case was a promise to pay on a measure ol 
skill displayed in a compe ‘ton. 

Sir Chartres Biron took &: >» view that. there 
was an offence in both cases, and imposed a 
fine of £50 and costs.

similar fine of £30 was imposed, with costs.

ACCIDENTAL DISCOVERY. .

The pipe afterwards 
was found to be a ventilating pipe for a small 
stove within the chamber. en a second 
pipe, which admitted air into the chamber, 
was found, and further careful search revealed 
the chamber door.

OPENING THE DOOR. 

It was suspected that the door was guarded 
by a trap-mine.

5—Keep all straw, seeds or other foreign 
matter out of the fleeces.
